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WARM SPRINGS, Ga., April 20 
(AP).—President Roosevelt urged 
tonight that his party choose a 
“liberal pair of candidates.” He 
waded into the Republican opposi- 
tion for “seeking to frighten the 
country” by declaring the present 
administration “is deliberately try- 
ing to put this nation into war.” 


It was an out-and-out. political 
talk that Roosevelt made by radio 
to a series of country-wide dinners 
of Young Democrats’ clubs. While 
it carried an obvious bid for con- 
tinuance of the New Deal, it offered 
no answer to the outstanding po- 
litical question of the day: Will the 
President seek a third term? 

Asserting that the United States 
faces this year much the same kind 
of campaign as it did in 1932 and 
1936, the President continued: 

“It seems to me very obvious that, 
if‘the Democratic party is to defeat 
the Republican party next Novem- 
ber, we must nominate a liberal 
pair of candidates, running on a 
liberal and forward-looking plat- 
form.” 


Names No Names, but— 

Not once did he mention names, 
but he did say: 

“I am not speaking tonight of 
world affairs. Your Government is 
keeping a cool head and a steady 
hand. 

“We are keeping out of the wars 
that are going on in Europe and in 
Asia, but I do not subscribe to the 
preachment of a Republican aspi- 
rant for the presidency who tells 
you, in effect, that the United 
States and the people of the United 
States should do nothing to try to 
bring about a better order, a more 
secure order, of world peace when 
the time comes.” 

Of the campaign itself, he said 
he was sorry, speaking as an Amer- 
ican, that a campaign, which should 
be pitched on “a level of intelligent 
jargument,” had “falleh into such 
low estate as early as this.” 

Speaking as a partisan, he voiced 
confidence that the average voter 
was tired of what he called the 
“view-with-alarm” outcries of the 
Republicans. 

Text of Address. : 

Sitting before a battery of micro- 
phones in Georgia Hall at the Geor- 
gia Warm Springs Infantile Paraly- 
sis Foundation, the President said: 

“I am speaking to you from 
the Georgia Warm Springs Foun- 
dation for infantile paralysis, and 
I always feel that in this atmos- 
phere one gets a better perspec- 
tive on life, a better sense of pro- 
portion, a better outlook on all 
sorts of things from peanuts to 
politics. 

“I understand that these meet- 
ings of young Democrats in many 
parts of the country are customar- 
ily held close to the birthday an- 
niversary of Thomas Jefferson.

NEW YORK, April 20 (AP). — 
Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt Sr., 
widow of the grandson of the 
founder of the Vanderbilt dynasty 
and long a social leader in New 
York, died in New York Hospital 
late today. 

She’ was noted for her philan- 
thropies in behalf of war suffer- 
ers, and during the World War 
was one of the most active workers 
for the Red Cross. For this con- 
tribution, she was made a Kright 
of the Legion of Honor by France 
in 1919 and received the rank of Of- 
ficer in the Legion 12 years later. 
She was the former Anne Harri- 
man, one of eight children of the 
late Oliver Harriman Sr., and made 
her debut in the 1880's. 

Her first marriage was to Samuel 
Stevens Sands Jr, who was killed. 
a few years later: riding in the 
Meadowbrook hunt on Long Island. 
Her second husband was Lewis 
Morris Rutherfurd and after his 
death she and Vanderbilt were mar- 
ried in London in 1903. 
Vanderbilt, the grandson of Com- 
imodore Cornelius Vanderbilt, had 
received the bulk of the fortune 
left by his father, William H. Van- 
debilt. He died in 1920. 

It was after the death of Mrs. 
William Astor that Mrs. Vanderbilt 
took over leadership in the so- 
called 400. Her daughters, Barbara 
and Margaret Rutherfurd, were de- 
butantes then. Barbara later was 
married to Cyril Hatch, and Mar- 
garet was wed by Ogden L. Mills. 
Both marriages ended in divorce. 
G. Winthrop Sands, one of two 
sons by her first husband, was 
killed in an automobile accident in 
1908, 

In 1909, Mrs. Vanderbilt gave $1,- 
000,000 to fight tuberculosis through 
the erection of sanitary city tene- 
ments on the East Side.

LONDON, April 20 (AP).—Great 
Britain reported successful opera- 
tions on land and sea and in the 
air tonight as it taunted Germany 
with the declaration that an Allied 
fighting force had been success- 
fully transported across 400 miles 
of North Sea and landed: on the 


unfamiliar Norwegian coast. 
Communiques from the War Of- 


fice and Admiralty announced that: 

While Allied transports had 
reached Norway, British subma- 
rines in an attack on a German 
convoy torpedoed two troopships, 
(Whether the transports sank 
was not stated.) 

Three German planes were 
shot down and others damaged 
in unsuccessful raids on British 
naval units and transports, in 
which the enemy obtained no 
hits. 

Allied forces in Norway “oc- 
cupied certain positions of van- 
tage” on April 19, and operations 
there are “proceeding according 
to plan.” 

Against these reported successes 
was recorded the sinking of two 
British cargo ships, the Mersey 
and the Hawnby, which went down 
after explosions off the southeast 
coast, with 13 dead or missing. 

Allied Forces Push South. 

The vanguard of the Allied ex- 
pedition in Norway, consisting of 
two British divisions and one 
French, was reported pushing south- 
ward through the snow-covered 
mountain terrain toward the Ger- 
man outposts, while the main Allied 
body continues to assemble unham- 
pered at bases along the coast. 
The Admiralty and War Office, 
in a joint communique, branded as 
“quite untrue” a German claim that 
a transport had been sunk.

Communique of Norwegian Army Says 50 
German Parachute Soldiers Were Captured 
—_Enemy Reported Repulsed at Elverum. 


STOCKHOLM, April 21 (Sunday) 
(AP).—British troops have pene- 
trated to Eastern Norway and are 


in fighting the German invaders, 
the Norwegian army reported early 
today in a communique from “some- 
where in Norway” covering Satur- 
day’s warfare. 

The communique said the British 
were in “ostlandet,” meaning the 
“Bastern land,” and added that two 
German tanks were destroyed in| 
close fighting at .Randsfjorden, on| 
the railroad 90 miles north of Ger- 
man-held Oslo and only 30 miles 
from the Swedish border. 

It did not make clear whether 
this was the action in which the 
British expeditionary forces en- 
gaged, but added that the Germans 
Friday bombed Rena and North 
Osen, about 30 miles northwest of 
Oslo and south of Elverum, which 
has been reported held by both the 
Germans and the Norwegians. 

Parachute Troops Captured. 

At Dombos, 175 miles northwest 
of Oslo on -the railroad to Andals- 
nes, about 50 German parachute 
troops were captured, the Norwe- 
gian communique said, 

(Andalsnes, a railhead on the 
Norwegian coast, is a British land- 
ing spot, where the Germans Sat- 


The Germans claimed yesterday 
to have sunk one transport after 
having scored direct hits with 
heavy bombs on three transports 
and an Allied cruiser. Today they 
said they sank a cruiser and set 
another transport afire. 

The army gave the Royal Navy 
full credit for the success of the 
transport operation. Warship guns 
kept landings covered while Royal 
Air Force planes overhead scanned 
sky and sea for Nazi bombers or 
warships. 

Allies’ Equipment. 

The Allied force was believed to 
be at least partly mechanized and 
equipped with heavy artillery. To 
reach what is reported to be a rap- 
idly-forming German line running 
east from the seaport of Trond- 
heim, this force must penetrate a 
craggy and difficult terrain. 

The French troops which have

Details Withheld, 

While the War Office continued 
to withhold details of the cam- 
paign, neutral obesrvers said there 
could not be much doubt about its 
broad outlines.

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ALTON POLICEMAN 
SHOT; COMPANION 


Found in Car — Earlier 
Had Promised Officers 
They Would Drop Sui- 
cide Plans. 


Herbert P. Selhime, Alton. car- 
penter, was found dead and Patrol 
man Edward P. O’Hare of Alton 
shot and gravely wounded in 
O’Hare’s automobile parked on an 
Alton street yesterday morning. In- 
dications were that they had en- 


tered a suicide pact. 

Selhime’s death presumably had 
been caused by carbon monoxide 
poisoning, it was said by Coroner 
W. W. Billings of Madison County. 
O’Hare was shot in the right tem- 
ple with his service revolver, which 
he still had in his right hand when 
found. He was unconscious when 
taken to St. Joseph’s Hospital. 
O’Hare, about 30 years old, has 
been a patrolman for eight years. 
A divorce petition filed by his wife, 
Mrs. Selma O’Hare, whom he mar- 
ried in 1929, was granted in Alton 
City Court Thursday on ground of 
cruelty. 

Selhime, 29, was seriously burned 
when a child and had undergone 
more than 45 operations to remove 
scars from his face, neck, chest 
and arms. He resided with his 
mother a few blocks from where 
the automobile was found, in the 
1200 block of Highland avenue. 

The discovery was made by Mrs. 
O’Hare, who resides at 1203 High- 
land. She called police after in- 
vestigating when she recognized 
the automobile. 

Shortly after midnight, Alton po- 
lice had learned that an automo- 
bile with a piece of garden hose 
from the exhaust pipe to a window, 
had been seen on the streets. They 
were unable to find the car, how- 
ever, until a motorist telephoned 
them two hours later that he had 
seen it in Riverside Park near the 
Alton Dam. 

Two policemen went there and 
found O’Hare and Selhime in the 
automobile, which was parked with 
the motor not running. O’Hare 
told them, they reported, that he 
and Selhime had decided to die to- 
gether. 

After removing the hose from the 
exhaust pipe, the policemen talked 
to the two men for some time and 
obtained their promise that they 
would abandon the suicide attempt 
and drive to a summer cottage 
which O’Hare has on the Missouri 
side of the Mississippi River.

From Pittsburgh to Cincin- 
nati Rain-Swollen Rivers 
Are Out of Banks—Two 
Cities Isolated. 


MARIETTA, ©., April 20 (AP).— 
Floods in the Ohio valley extended 


from Pittsburgh to Cincinnati to- 
night and turned Southern Ohio 
into a series of lakes, isolating en- 
tire towns. Thousands were driven 
from their homes. 

Water rose near Pittsburgh's 
“Golden Triangle,” the downtown 
business area, poured past mer- 
chants’ doors in Marietta and rose 
three-tenths of a foot an hour to- 
ward a possible crest of 58 or 59 
feet at Cincinnati. 

The flood stage in Cincinnati is 
52 feet and the anticipated crest 
would be far below the record of 
79.99 feet established in 1937. Se 
vere damage is not caused unless 
the crests exceed the flood staze 
by 10 or 15 feet. 

Thousands ,of residents in Onio 
River valley lowlands fied from 
their homes or moved to second 
floors. Marietta merchants moved 
out stock. At Pomeroy, O., a gen- 
eral exodus began in the expecta- 
tion of five feet of water in the 
main street by morning. 


Marietta Mayor Earl D. Schob 
proclaimed a state of emergency 
as water reached 39.9 feet, nearly 
four feet above flood stage, at 8:15 
p. m. and continued to rise three- 
tenths of a foot an hour. High- 
way Department workers assisted 
in the evacuation of 95 families in 
the city’s flooded area.

“Third, unemployment insurance, 
efficiently and economically admin- 
istered in the interest of all work- 
ers. 

“Four, old-age insurance, to pro- 
vide a reasonable standard of liv- 
ing after the years of active work 
have passed. 

“Fifth, a continuing survey of 
the possibilities of extending social 
insurance to new fields whenever 
the administration of existing 
forms has been sufficiently consol- 
idated to justify further expan- 
sion.’ 

Cites G. O. P. Achievements. 

He told the convention that “for 
some years now the leaders of the 
administration have been advising 
the American people that only un-

GREENLAND NOT FOR SALE, 
DANISH OFFICIALS ASSERT 


Question of Colony’s Purchase by 
U. 8. Hasn’t Been Raised, 
They Say. 
COPENHAGEN, April 20 (AP). 
—Danish Foreign Office circles 
said today that “the question of 
the sale of ‘Greenland to the Unit- 
ed States never has been raised, 
nor does it exist so far as the Dan- 

ish Government is concerned.” 

The declaration was given in an- 
swer to queries regarding a pro- 
posal made in the United States

In the two weeks since the Euro- 
pean war spread to Scandinavia, at 
least 20 ships 
involved in the conflict and six oth- 
ers have been destroyed, 17 by na- 
val activity. The loss of nine war- 
ships has been admitted, out of the 
more than 50 reported in the com- 
bined claims of all Powers. 

These figures were established 
yesterday after a sifting of reports 
and denials, that followed after 
Germany moved into Denmark and 
Norway. 

To date, Germany has acknowl- 
edged the loss of two cruisers; 
Great Britain admits four destroy- 
ers were lost; Norway admits los- 
ing three warships. The 26-ship to- 
tal arrived at represents these ad- 
mitted losses, plus others verified 
by neutrals or eye-witnesses. Here 
is a resume of the German and 
British situation:

Ince Hall Madonna of 
Rembrandts and 


Traveling Collection. 


Jan Van Eyck, Three 
Many Others in 


When the New York and San 
Francisco World’s Fairs closed 
their gates last autnmn their direc- 
tors had on their hands a great 
number of European paintings, 
which were not wanted in Europe 
because their owners were fearful 
ef air raids. Some of these were 
gathered together for a traveling 
exhibit, which arrived in due 
course at the City Art Museum 


yesterday. 

The collection here contains 42 
paintings which bridge five cen- 
turies of European art. Almost 


all are fine examples of their crea- 
tors’ work and at least half a doz- 
en are among the few great and 
indisputable masterpieces of all 
time. 

The painters represented range 
from Jan Van Eyck, the precise 
Flemish master of the fifteenth 
eentury, to Edgar Degas, nine- 
teenth century Frenchman, who 
was one of the precursors of mod- 
ern art. There are three Rem- 
brandts and about half of the ex- 
hibit is given over to the other 
members of the three generations 
of Dutch painters who made the 
seventeenth century a rich period in 
art. 

From almost any point of view 
the most notable picture in the 
exhibit is Van Eyck's “Virgin and 
Child,” commonly known as the 
Ince Hall Madonna because it was 
for years in the collection at Ince 
Hall, near Liverpool, England. 
This tiny painting—it is only 8% 
by 6 inches—now the property of 
the National Gallery at Melbourne, 
is valued at $250,000. 

Its canvas has been cracked by 
excessive varnishing, but its re- 
splendent colors, especially the red 
of the madonna’s cloak, shine 
through in their original glory. One 
of the ironies about the Ince Hall 
Madonna is that it was not definite- 
ly identified as a Van Eyck until 
the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Until then it had usually 
been attributed to Albrecht Duerer. 

A similarly curious history sur- 
rounds Rembrandt’s impressive and 
statuesque “Juno,” which is also on 
view. Although it was always known 
that Rembrandt had painted “Juno,” 
the picture itself was not discovered 
until 1935 when a private collection 
in Cologne was put up for sale. 
“Juno” was one of the paintings 
which Rembrandt posted as col- 
lateral for one of his many loans 
and it had passed quietly from pub- 
lic notice, 

There is a magnificent  self- 
portrait of Rembrandt in his dis- 
solute but by no means declining 
years in which he painted his puffy 
and gnarled face with unsparing 
strokes. 

Of Rembrandt's. contemporaries 
there are many. There is Jan Ver- 
meer’s luminous “The Milkmaid,” 
two paintings by Pieter de 
Hooch, including the “Linen Cup- 


board,” and a small but sparkling 
portrait head by Frans Hals. The 
lesser figures of the Dutch seven- 
teenth century—Jan van Goyen, 
Hobbema, Willem Kalf, Nicolaes 
Maes, Jan Steen and Jacob van 
Ruisdael—contribute landscapes and 
genre paintings. 

From a private collection in 
Paris comes E] Greco’s “The Depo- 
sition,” also known as  “Pieta,” 
which shows the Spanish master at 
his nervous best. The National 
Gallery in London lent William Ho- 
garth’s great portrait of “The Gra- 
ham Children,” and the Louvre sent, 
among others, a small but pleasing 
Watteau, “The Judgment of Paris.” 

The only Italian picture in the 
show. is Tintoretto’s “Lucretia and 
Tarquinius,” a resplendent  treat- 
ment of the nude. There is a 
Turner seascape, a Constable land- 
scape, and Chardin’s touching 
“Grace Before Meals” from the 
Louvre, which also sent examples 
of some of the lesser Frenchmen. 

Members of the museum staff are 
laying bets among themselves 
whether the present show will draw

more visitors than the recent Pablo 
Picasso exhibit, which was seen by 
47,350 in four weeks. 

The exhibit will be on view 
through May 19. It is hung in gal- 
leries 18 and 19, and those who 
want to see it at its best will do 
well to go in the middle of the day.

REVIVED Ku Klux Kian, Fascist in form, is preaching “Americanism” by day and 
A riding by night with organized floggings and terrorism marking the trail of its 

fiery cross. 

Shrouded men march by day in white robes. Unmasked men cruise in cars at 
hight, drag hapless victims from their homes, often with official connivance. Leaders, who 
spouse a grandiose patriotic program, profess to discountenuance floggrngs, but the rank 
nd file ride for the sake of riding. Their nocturnal expeditions are marked by brutal- 
ty and lawlessness. 

The old Klan pastime of regulating do- 
méestic morality with the lash has been re- 
Vived, while the “new” Klan rides against 
the CIO, beats union organizers and, in be- 
tween times, terrorizes both friendless white 
men and helpless Negroes. 

Hundreds of fioggings have occurred in 
this metropolitan area alone in the past three 
years. They might never have come to light 
had it not been for a current Fulton County 
stand jury investigation. It was inspired 
by the murder, March 8 last, of Isaac C. 
Gaston, a 32-year-old barber, dragged from 
his suburban shop and whipped to death by 
reputed Klansmen “‘because he drank.” 

Other Victims, previously fearful of re- 


identity of men who clubbed to death a 
young man and woman in a rural lane near 
here about the same time. 


Mounting evidence is to the effect that 
floggings virtually were a part of the Klan 
ritual in at least one lodge. Testimony only 
a few days ago disclosed that the floggers’ 
whip was kept at the Klan hall. Confessions 
have been obtained showing that a Klan 
“wrecking crew’’ cruised the suburbs, acting 
on complaints from nearby Klaverns. 


Daniel Duke, Assistant Solicitor General of 
Fulton County, told the correspondent evi- 
dence had been received of more than 40 
floggings of- white men and scores of Ne- 
groes. In some instances, women were

But before then the immediate question 
will be threshed out at a special session of 
the General Assembly which convenes April 
30. The session was called by Gov. Hor- 
ner April 6 primarily for a revision of the 
State’s old-age pension provision so as to 
make it conform to new Federal regulations. 
Two days later, on the eve of the primary, 
Stelle also called the Legislature, pro- 
claiming himself acting Governor and as- 
serting Gov. Horner’s call was illegal and 
prima facie evidence of disability because 
it was signed at the Executive Mansion and 
not in the State Capitol. 


Stelle’s attempt to take over the office was 
officially disregarded. Secretary of State 
Edward J. Hughes neither affixed the Great 
Seal to his call for the General Assembly nor 
sent it out. In fact, a clerk who received 
it caught the eye of a superior and dropped 
it like a hot potato, It lay around the Sec- 
retary of State’s office a day or two, then 
disappeared. Stelle’s sole executive order— 
to fire Nudelman for ‘“‘malfeasance and in- 
efficiency’’—was tossed into Nudelman’s 
wastebasket. Edward J. Barrett, the State 
Auditor, although long associated with Stelle 
politically, decided he would continue to rec- 
ognize vouchers signed by Nudelman. 

To bolster his contention that he is acting 
Governor, Stelle entered Gov. Horner’s long 
disused office to sign his call to the Legisla- 
ture, but when he was informed by a secre- 
tary that the inner office was locked, he con- 
tented himself with signing it in an ante- 
room. Then he withdrew to his office, hard 
by the Senate Chamber, where he presides 
during legislative sessions. 

His purported call followed Gov. Horner’s 
program closely except that in addition he 
urged an investigation of Nudelman and al- 
leged coercive collection of campaign “slush 
funds’’ from civil service employes. In doing

free, across the Grantchesters where there was 
“honey still for tea.” 

The British and the French democracies are forced 
to suppress the very liberties in whose defense they 
have mustered their armies. How can they be sure 
that there are not Nazi “Fifth Columns” at work in 
their own harbors, factories and forts? 

In self-defense, they are compelled to commission 
Grand Inquisitors. And not only the avowed pro- 
Nazis and the professed members of the Communist 
International are ferreted out by these latter-day 
Torquemadas, but every man who ever signed the 
Oxford pledge not to bear arms, who ever voted in a 
peace poll or belonged to a pacifist group, who eyer 
criticised the Government or urged its defeat. 

Oh, it may be argued that these people were moti- 
vated only by the most idealistic concern for their 
fellow man, that they are the liberals intent on build- 
ing a brave new world, that they are the-very flower 
of the population. But who can be sure that their 
idealism does not veil more sinister purposes? Dur- 
ing a war, the leaders of the state can take no 
chances. Civil liberties and bills of rights are sus- 
pended. So Hitler’s long shadow builds concentration 
camps far beyond the borders of the Third Reich. 
Nor has his shadow reached only to Westminster 
and Place de la Concorde. The cables of the last 
day or two indicate that the revelation of what hap- 
pened in Norway has thrown the Balkans and even 
level-headed Turkey into a panic. All manner of 
precautions are being taken in the Low Countries. 
The Dutch have declared martial law, and their police 
are going from house to house in a search for fire- 
arms. On this side of the globe, Mexico is uneasy, 
and our own J. Edgar Hoover and Martin Dies have 
discovered the tracks of a Nazi Trojan horse. 
Obviously, there can be no reasonableness where 
this Hitlerian fear psychosis has taken root. There 
is no place for the moderates who want to hear both 
sides of a story. There is no time for reform, for 
plans to make this a better world. Living becomes a 
matter of grim self-preservation. The liberals go. 
The tough guys take charge. 

And what vermin they are! “All the fierce little 
cowards,” as the Boston Globe once said, “all the 
otiose old gentlemen in safe perches, all the frus- 
trated egotists with a taste for malicious mischief, 
all the coarse braggarts, all the furtive semi-crim- 
inals whom periods of peace force into a semblance 
of decency or silence, come out of their lairs.” 

Just in this lies the diabolical cunning of Hitler 
—a cunning that would have been the envy of old 
Machiavelli. In almost any country he can count 
on hundreds and hundreds of frightened or sadistic 
natives for every SS man in mufti. They will do the 
Nazis’ work more effectively than the Nazi agents, 
and they will do it without seeing a bit of Nazi gold. 

So Hitler’s new weapon transforms free countries 
into the likeness of his regimented Germany. So 
he uses fear and suspicion as a knout on the bare 
back of civilization. And after corruption—the kill. 
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LIFE GOES ON. 

It wasn’t a long dispatch. Workmen preparing to 
turn on the water in Rockefeller Center’s famed 
statue of Prometheus found two sets of birds nesting 
in the basin.

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THE KLAN UNMASKS. 

The barrage of attack which the revived Ku Klux 
Klan has undergone in recent weeks has seemingly 
had its effect. James A. Colescott, Imperial Wizard, 
has issued an order forbidding members to wear 
hoods or masks. - But the Klan leader is mistaken if 
he imagines this edict will make his organization 
any more palatable among decent Americans. 

The mask has long been one of the objectionable 
things about the Klan, it is true. It concealed mem- 
bers’ identity in a cloak of treacherous secrecy. Men 
too cowardly to vent their grudges in the open sought 
refuge behind the white muslin disguise, and banded 
together to pick off their helpless victims. 

The mask may be gone, but many other obnoxious 
things remain. As its spokesmen have made plain 
in the last few weeks, the Klan remains anti-Cath- 


oliq, anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, anti-labor—in short, 


an intolerant and vicious organization. It has recent- 
ly conducted a whole series of brutal floggings, details 
of which are given in an illuminating and shocking 
article, by a staff correspondent, published in the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

The Klan head concedes little by his order to un- 
mask. In most communities where the order exists, 
its membership is common knowledge, anyuow. And 
it is a safe bet that for midnight flogging parties, 
those in attendance will, just as in the past, be iden- 
tifiable only as masked and hooded men, 

BOYCOTT IS AN UGLY WORD. 

Threats which certain Southern Illinois coal-pro- 
ducing communities are making to boycott St. Louis 
business firms in retaliation for the transfer of a 
small portion of the city’s coal business to the semi- 
anthracite fields of Arkansas are to be regarded as 
annoying rather than dangerous. 

The St. Louis Smoke Elimination Committee is 
planning to purchase in Arkansas only between 500,- 
000 and 1,000,000 tons of coal—between 12% and 
25 per cent of the city’s annual coal consumption. 
The transfer of this tonnage should be merely tem- 
porary, pending the construction of coking plants 
which will make the Illinois product conform to 
our smoke-reduction standards. The vast majority 
of Illinois citizens can, we think, be depended upon 
to recognize the fairness of the program the Smoke 
Elimination Committee has announced. 

In a statement appearing elsewhere in this issue 
of the Post-Dispatch, James L. Ford, chairman of 
the committee, points out that the fullest considera- 
tion is being given the Illinois coal industry. In any 
event, the word “boycott” has no place in neighborly 
relationships. 

Statements such as that made by O. W. _syerla, 
president of Southern Illinois, Inc., to the effect 
that Southern Illinois coal is not responsible for 
smoky conditions in St. Louis, will not bear close 
examination. It is true that deep-vein Southern 
Illinois coal has a lower volatile content than the 
coal produced immediately across the river from 
St. Louis. But the volatile content of Southern IIli- 
nois coal runs 32 to 35 per cent, compared with 15 
to 20 per cent for Arkansas semi-anthracite. 

While the boycott threats are not to be taken too 
seriously, there is another form of attack on our 
smoke elimination plans which is not to be dis- 
counted. Every possible form of pressure is being 
marshalled against the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and the Bituminous Division of the Depart- 
ment of Interior to cause them to prevent the 
proposed reasonable price and quantity freight rate 
from being placed in effect for the Arkansas coal. 

This opposition the city will fight to the last 
ditch. The regulatory bodies should recognize that 
this is primarily a question of health and living con- 
ditions and only secondarily a business matter. 

If the Southern Illinois operators want to con- 
tinue to furnish stove fuel in St. Louis, they must 
convert it into a smokeless form. As Chairman 
Ford expresses it, they cannot “continue to smother 
us in our sickening smoke palls and continue to make 
our city the laughing stock of the country.” This is 
one smoke elimination movement which is not going 
to be halted. 
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A feature of Illinois’ political circus might be a 
parade of the Governors. 


Our Missouri Senators, Bennett Clark and Harry 
Truman, are, as everyone knows, political purists 
who shudder at the vaguest rumor of irregularity. 
Fancy how shocked they must have been when the 
word got to them that Gov. Stark was putting the 
“lug” on State employes! Two senatorial souls with 
but a single thought exclaimed in unison, “Here’s 
something to investigate!” To each other they may 
have mumbled, “Here’s luck!” 

This aria of alarm from Washington amused the 
Governor, who identified it as the music of the 
smears. There is no “lug” in his lexicon, he says, 
and he promises to welcome the probers with a Pike 
County ballad. 

But what’s a “lug”? In mud-slinging idiom, “lug” 
is a contribution to the campaign chest of a higher- 
up which the lowly toiler in the vineyard is per- 
mitted to make—or else. 

The lexicographers haven’t yet caught up with that 
usage. The dictionary defines “lug” as “A big and 
clumsy bow.”

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UNIVERSITY CITY’S SCHOOL TAX. 

The campaign for an increased school tax in Uni- 
versity City has become needlessly complicated, but 
one fact stands out clearly in the fog of controversy: 
The 17-cent rise in the levy is justified, and is, in 
fact, imperative, 

Consider a few facts: St. Louis’ largest ruburb 
has developed rapidly, and the schools have had to 
keep up with that growth. In 1929, enrollment was 
3656; in 1939, 5074. In that decade, it has been nec- 
essary to build three elementary schools, a junior 
high and a senior high school. Teachers have been 
added, and upkeep costs have perforce increased. 
Yet the tax rate has remained the same, while prop- 
erty assessments, because of sharply decreased valua- 
tions, have actually fallen. 

The proposed increased rate will still be consid- 
ably below that of virtually every other county com- 
munity. It will enable continuance of University 
City’s schools at their present high standard, while 
defeat of the tax proposals will mean a ruinous 
handicap for their future. 

The first vote on this issue, on April 2, resulted in 
defeat because the campaign was bungled. The 
necessity for the increase was not properly presented 
to the citizens, nor were all the voters reached. The 
present campaign is being none too well handled, 
either, but examination of school financial figures 
shows both the crying need for the higher levy, and 
the fact that the board could make an even stroliger 
case for it than is now being made. 

A vote on Tuesday for the increased levy will be 
a vote for University City’s continued educational 
progress. The added cost to individual property 
owners will be slight, while the unimpaired main- 
tenance of the city’s admirable school system is of 
high importance to every resident of the community,

ITH minor and fluctuating variations, 

most of which tend to cancel out, the 

Middle West, according to the reports 
of the straw polls, appears to ride along 
steadily close to the national norm in its 
attitude on foreign affairs. 

Scientific testings, by the modern tech- 
niques, justify the verdict of Odum and 
Moore in “American Regionalism” that this 
hybrid rural-urban region is “the most 
American of them all.” 

What can we say are the principal Middle 
Western attitudes at present toward prob- 
lems of “abroad”? 

Among leaders in major groups, including 
the farm, there is an increasing tendency 
to accept the concept that our problems 
spring largely from roots that are world- 
wide. There is a general and genuine re- 
sponse to appeals to contribute to “peace,” 
be it in the Rotary clubs of the larger cities 
or in any gathering of farmers. All the big 
farm organizations, nationally and region- 
ally, reflect this interest. 

But, precisely as in the rest of the coun- 
try, along with this goes fear of the un- 
tried, and a marked disposition of politicos 
not to lead in forming opinions but to ex- 
ploit those which already exist. 

In short, the Middle West, with perhaps 
a trifle more of idealism and a trifle less 
of clearly conceived economic motivation, 
longs for a righteous and stable peace. It 
is “for” an American contribution to that, 
but with many an “if” and “but.” It has 
the sort of attitude that favors a Kellogg 
Pact but would shy from implementing it.

Because of the retrospective propaganda 
there has been about the World War, be- 
cause of disillusionment since now there 
is war in Europe again, isolationism has 
been somewhat heightened. But it is a 
regretful and defeatist heightening. The 
permanence or impermanence of this shift 
remains for events to illuminate—perhaps 
to determine. 

As to the wars that are now going on 
abroad, the main reaction is that we want 
to keep out of the fighting. Sympathies are 
substantially as strongly for the “democra- 
cies” here as elsewhere.in the country. 
The opinion polls show that Middle West- 
erners rate Germans along with Scandina- 
vians as their own best citizens; but the 
polls have likewise shown that the British 
are the most popular foreign people and 
the Germans (Nazis) the most unpopular. 
Today the Russians might top the Nazis 
for that special distinction. 

Along with the wish to stay out of the 
fighting goes a deep pessimism as to the 
practicability of doing so if the war is pro- 
longed and if it should appear that the 
Allies are losing. There is a vague but 
powerful feeling that victory for the totali- 
tarians would create a danger for us. To 
face a world without the Pax Britannica 
would alarm the Middle West. For eco- 
nomic, humane and moral reasons, peace

is deeply wanted. But a peace of capitula- 
tion by the democracies would be even 
more deeply resented. 

The Middle West is a little more skeptical 
than other regions about the need for vast 
armament programs and such; but not 
strongly so. In face of an evident challenge 
to our free institutions, of any real threat 
to the Monroe Doctrine (though the line 
might be drawn at the Amazon rather than 
at Cape Horn), the Middle West would fight. 
The “slow motion” character of the war up 
to now has expanded our hope of the coun- 
try’s being able to maintain neutrality; but 
we have our fingers crossed. The Finnish 
situation hit our weak side. We are rather 
disturbed about it. 

« . . 

Toward the “other war,” the one in East 
Asia, the Middle West shares the country’s 
genéral sympathy for China, its ac- 
quiescence in cuffs at Japan like the abro- 
gation of the commercial treaty, its belief 
that nevertheless nothing in Asia warrants 
risking a war, and the general feeling of 
uncertainty and relative disinterest. Habit- 
ually, the Middle West turns its eyes to- 
ward Europe. The Far East today is a 
sideshow, as it always has been. 

The complete contradiction between our 
theoretical non-interventionism in the af- 
fairs of Europe and our practical playing 
of the balance-of-power game beyond 7000 
miles of Pacific Ocean has disturbed the 
Middle West not at all. If the Government 
chose to pull out of China and even the 
Philippines, bag and baggage, the Middle 
West would tend to applaud. But the Mid- 
dle West does not at present insist. It 
would recoil vigorously if it suddenly ap- 
peared that diplomatic steps had brought 
us to the point of war. 

But because it prevailingly is uninformed 
and chronically disinterested (characteris- 
tic by no means alone of this region), it 
gives the Government a relatively free hand 
about the diplomatic steps to be taken, and 
a responsibility which is correspondingly 
grave. So far, the Middle West has ap- 
proved the administration’s course. 

There is a farm revolt against tradi- 
tional protectionism, resting primarily on 
a feeling that the West has been wheedled 
and agriculture “played for a sucker.” 

The school systems of the Midwest, both 
urban and rural, from the great universities 
to the secondary schools, have since the 
first World War both led and reflected an 
increasing interest in things that are of the 
planet rather than of the locality. There 
is also an avidity for conference and discus- 
sion in “the farm crowd.” 

While it would be absurdly optimistic to 
conclude that as yet this ferment has great- 
ly affected the attitudes of our 38,000,000 
or so, there can be no question but that 
the ferment is here, or about its encourag- 
ing spread. It is the democratic process, 
trying to find itself and prove itself in a 
world of unparalleled complexities,

SOFT COAL OPERATOR 
ASSAILS PRICE-FIXING 


J. D. A. Morrow Says It 
Would Wipe Out I. CG 
Freight Rate Setup. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP).— 
A charge that establishment and 
enforcement of minimum prices for 
sale of bituminous coal at the mines 
would result in a “practical wiping 
out” of the coal freight rate struc- 
ture built up by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was made to 
Congress by J. D. A. Morrow, prea- 
ident of the Pittsburgh Coal Co. 

He based his assertion on pro 
visions of the Guffey Act directing 
that the coal division, in fixing 
prices, consider differences in 
freight rates from the mines to 
common consuming districts. 

In a statement inserted in the 
Congressional Record by Repre- 
sentative Allen (Dem.), Pennsylva- 
nia, an opponent of the Coal Act, 
Morrow, chairman of the Commit- 
tee for Amendment of the National 
Bituminous Coal Act, added: ° 

“As we understand it, the statute 
compels the Coal Division to take 
this action in order to protect high- 
cost mines and high-cost districts 
against the competition of lower- 
cost mines and lower-cost districts, 
and in order to comply with the 
requirement to give every present 
operator an equal opportunity as 
against every other operator to sell 
his coal in whatever market he 
reaches. 

“But the present producing dis- 
tricts and the present volume of 
tonnage from those districts has 
been built up on the freight rate 
structure in effect over many years.

Served in Army in War. 

Willkie enlisted in the army the 
day war was declared. He became 
a captain and served in France. 
Back home, he met Miss Edith 
Wilk, a librarian, at a wedding 
party. Becoming active in politics, 
Willkie got her a job as librarian 
and got himself a job as trustee to 
boss her. She quit. He asked her 
to change her name from Wilk to 
Willkie, “and she’s been bossing 
me ever since.” 
Willkie had about made up his 
mind to run for Congress when 
Frank C, Dailey, Indianapolis law- 
yer, got him a job in the legal de- 
partment of Firestone Tire & Rub 
ber Co., Akron, O. 

He soon became a partner of 
Mather, Nesbitt & Willkie. He 
spoke publicly “agin” things, and 
battled and helped break the politi- 
cal power of the Ku Klux Klan in 
Ohio. His habit of winning cases 
for the Northern Ohio Traction & 
Light Co., a subsidiary concern, at- 
tracted the attention of B. C. Cobb, 
head of the Commonwealth Power 
Corporation, and Cobb summoned 
Willkie to New York to help him 
assemble Commonwealth & South- 
ern Corporation. When Cobb's 
health failed, he induced Willkie, 
who didn’t like New York, to ac- 
cept the presidency. 

Willkie’s principal duty in his 
new Wall Street job, of course, was 
to raise money. The depression was 
on. 


“Blitzkrieg” in Wall Street. 

The upper strata of Wall Street 
are composed of quiet, clannish 
men, many of families associated 
through generations. Willkie burst 
in upon them like a one-man blitz- 
krieg, frightening the wits out of 
some of the more timid. That was 
all right with Willkie. He had 
fame, fortune, good health, youth, 
and a brilliant mind. He went 
around those days with his resigna- 
tion, written out, in his pocket. 

Especially was he alert against 
“Morgan domination.” J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. had sponsored United 
Corporation, which, in turn, owned 
about 5 per cent of Commonwealth 
& Southern common stock. While 
that wasn’t much, Willkie was sus- 
picious. 

He believed the worst one day 
when he received an invitation to 
lunch at the “Corner,” as the house 
of Morgan is called. Most Wall 
Street men on the way up think 
they’ve “arrived” when they receive 
an invitation to join Morgan part- 
ners at the famed oval table in 
the somber room. But not Willkie. 

“I had my dukes up,” he has 
told friends, “the first Morgan 
partner who started dictating to 
me was going to get an earful.” 

But no Morgan nose was bloodied 
that day. Beyond greeting Willkie 
with courtesy, nobody paid the 
slightest attention to him. They 
devoted themselves to an excellent 
lunch. Nobody at the “Corner” 
then or later, he says, asked him 
to do anything or not to do any- 
thing. The Morgans are no longer 
very active in United Corporation 
and United Corporation no longer 
owns even 5 per cent of C, & 5S. 

Likes to Gamble. 

Although he prefere—for his 
company—a sure thing to a gam- 
ble, Willkie as an individual en- 
joys gambling, will bet on anything, 
and will play rummy with anyone 
for pennies. (His income is around 
$75,000 a year, of which State and 
Federal taxes probably take about 
a third.)

He 
reads “important” newspapers, pe- 
riodicals and books, cOver to cover, 
spending hours at it in bed before 
sleeping and after awakening. 

He gets to the office about 9:30 
or 10 a.m. He receives as Many as 
200 letters a day and tries to read 
every one. Willkie is accessible on 
the phone day or night to anyone 
whose name he knows. 

He has a temper, but never stays 
angry and always apologizes for 
losing it. He is absent-minded and 
usually forgets to have any money 
on his person, which can be in- 
convenient in New York.

Willkie doesn’t mind a practical 
joke on himself. One that Thur- 
man Arnold, Assistant Attorney-

played on him at the home of Lewis 
Gannett in Connecticut is legend- 
ary.

Memphis Opens 
Low-Rent Project 


With the opening the past week 
of Lamar Terrace in Memphis, 
Tenn., 108 low-income families 


moved from slum dwellings to new 
homes in a USHA-aided public 
housing project. Additional units 
in the project will soon be com- 
pleted and applicants accommo- 
dated. 

The project provides homes for 
478 families, who pay an average 
monthly shelter rent of $1446 a 
dwelling. The maximum income 
per family at the time of admis- 
sion ranges from $766 to $968 a 
year. The cost of all utilities, elec- 
tricity for lighting and refrigera- 
tion, gas for heating and cooking, 
and hot and cold water, averages 
$2.90 per month. 

Two-story row houses and flats, 
grouped around open courts and 
playgrounds, on what formerly was 
an area cluttered with slum shacks, 


imake up the project. The buildings 


are of reinforced concrete, brick 
and tile. Equipment includes gas 
ranges and electric refrigerators in 
kitchens, space heaters in living 
rooms, and standard plumbing. The 
estimated over-all cost per dwelling 
is $4,617. The net construction cost 
per dwelling, comprising about the 
same items as the residential con- 
struction costs compiled by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, on the 
Me- \basis of building permits, is $2878.

A two-car 


Cutting Small House Costs 


Building costs in the small-house field are now being combated by 
architects and builders through a series of novel methods in planning 
and construction, resulting in larger rooms for less money. Arthur E. 
Allen, architect of more than 22,000 private homes in the Long Island 


suburban area of New York, points 
out in an article in the April issue 
of “The American Builder” that 
striking economies ar» being effect- 
ed by using standard size building 
materials just as they are delivered 
to the job. 

Blueprints calling for standard 
length floor beams and wall studs 
are eliminating waste and consider- 
able trimming on the job, and, com- 
bined with other achievements in 
efficient planning, actually are pro- 
ducing more house for the home 
buyer’s money, the erchitect said. 

“When floor beams can be pur- 
chased in standard multiples of two 
feet it is more expedient to plan a 
room width of 13 ft. 4 in. in the 
rough, with a 14-foot beam, “— 
to plan it 12 feet wide or 12%, 
13,” Allen writes. “Since a se Br 
ing of 4 inches is required on each 
end of a floor beam, a standard 
length of 14 feet can be used with- 
out cutting beams down and a room 
width of 13 ft. 4 in. can be ob- 
tained. 

“If a room width is planned to be 
exactly 12 feet wide, 16 inches on 
each floor beam must be cut off

and wasted, for a 14-foot beam still 
is necessary.” 


The architect points out that 
economies in this direction have re- 
sulted in most room widths in new 
houses running nine feet four 
inches, 11 feet 4 inches, or 13 feet 
4 inches, rather than in arbitrarily 
smaller widths. 


“Noticeable savings can be ef- 
fected,” he continues, “in strategic 
planning of ceiling heights by em- 
ploying standard lengths studs. 
Since studs, like floor beams, also 
come in multiples of two feet, an 
eight-foot stud resting on a two- 
inch shoe and carrying a four-inch 
plate will provide a clear ceiling 
height of eight feet three inches. 
r|rhis allows two inches for double 
flooring and one inch for lath and 
plaster ceilings.,.Occasionally a cer- 
tain amount of trimming or dress- 
ing of studs or beams may be nec- 
essary on the job, but this is a 
minor item compared to the waste 
of materials and time when non- 
standard sizes are used.”

The money we get for,that 
keeps the clubs going and we use 
some of the receipts to put on the 
fights (eliminations) in January, 
February and March. The net pro- 
ceeds from the tournaments to se- 
lect the National team are about 
$25,000. . . . We travel first class, 
too. (This with some pride.) ... 


We flew to Boston and we're going 
to fly to Los Angeles, where we'll 
spend a few days sightseeing be- 
fore we sail for Honolulu April 
26. ° 

“We will arrive May 1, which i 
‘lei day’ in Hawaii, a day of great 
celebration. We expect a big crowd 
will be on hand to welcome us 
home.” 

And with two individual cham- 
pions, Flyweight John Manalo and 
Lightweight Paul Matsumoto; two 
runners-up, Flyweight Dado Marino 
and Featherweight Yasushi Yasu- 
take, and two semifinalists, Bantam 
Lucas Pasion and, Light-heavy- 
weight Raymond Quintal, Pyun’s 
prediction about a warm welcome 
probably will come true. 

Only three of the boys failed to 
equal the achievements of their 
mates.

T= late Norman Selby, son of 

an Indiana minister, known to 

the boxing world for many 
years as Charles (Kid) McKoy, will 
long be remembered by old-timers 
of this city for two thrills he gave 
them. These came in two of his 
fights. The first took place in 
Boston, Mass., the second in St. 
Louis—McCoy’s only appearance 
here. 

In 1895 McCoy was fighting in 
Boston as a welterweight and rap- 
idly gaining reputation as a skill- 
ful boxer. About tne same time 
a welterweight boxer by the name 
of Jack Wilkes came to St. Louis 
from Louisville, Ky. Wilkes had 
been a boilermaker and was said

Evidently sur- 
prised, he sprang to his feet only 
to be met with a flurry of punches, 
hooks, swings and uppercuts until 
it must have seemed to him that 
gloves were coming from every- 
where. By the end of the round 
Wilkes was wobbly and bleeding, 
but far from knocked out, and he 
had not hit McCoy one solid punch.

| B ECAUSE of a Congressional in- 


qualified by the Federal Govern- 


ment’s standards of conservation 
work, Missouri’s share of the Fed- 
eral money will for the year begin- 
ning July 1 total $52,500. This 
Federal aid to Missouri which 
amounted to $20,000 in 1938-39 was 
increased to approximately $31,650 
in 1939-40. It was made available 
to this State as a result of the 
passage of the _ constitutional 
amendment of 1936 providing for 
certain type administrative an@ re- 
search agencies. 

The funds are collected under a 
Federal tax on arms and ammuni- 
tion and can be used only for the 
study, investigation and the devel- 
opment of lands acquired for wild- 
life use. 

The Conservation Commission has 
had five trained biologists in the 
field for several months working 
on special wildlife management 
problems in co-operation with land- 
owners. These field biologists in- 
clude Arthur Hugh Denney, Clin- 
ton, working on quail and prairie 
chicken problems in Southwest 
Missouri; A. Starker Leopold, West 
Plains, assigned to wild turkey and 
deer in the Ozarks region; Allen 
Twichell, Fredericktown, 
game management projects. in 
Southeast Missouri; Harold V. Ter- 
rill, Columbia, and James Beets, 
Cameron, working on quail and 
prairie chicken projects in the 
northeastern and northwestern 
parts of the State, respectively, ana 
Lisle Jeffrey, Jefferson City, avail- 
able for general field work. 

New men who have been ap- 
proved by the commission and em- 
ployed with the Federal funds in- 
clude Carl Noren, Columbia; 
Charles Schwartz, St. Louis, and 
W. K. Clark, Winona. All are 
graduate students of the University

A new regulation of the Conser- 
vation Commission, one of the most 
important of the whole setup states:

Head of Parks Air College Says City Can 
Expand Airport Facilities at 
Relatively Small Cost.

LIVER L. PARKS, president of 
0 Parks Air College, says St. Louis 
can solve its airport expansion 
problems at relatively small cost. 
He agrees with Maj. Albert Bond 
Lambert, Maj. James H. Doolittle 
and other experts een a 
that the city 
should improve 
Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, and the ac- 
cess to that field. 
Without going in- 
to the cost of the 
improvemen t¢t s, 
which he believes 
would be com- 
paratively light, 
Parks asserted 
that the commit- 
tee's recommen- 
dation for a sep- 
aration of air 
_transport opera- O. L. Parks. 
tion from other 
types of flying could be accom- 
plished at minimum expense. 
Speaking from experience, Parks 
said two small fields of about 100 
acres each are all that is needed 
satisfactorily to handle student 
training and private flying. Parks 
Air College, south of East St. Louis, 
occupies only 100 acres of ground, 
including buildings, and has been 
in business 13 years. At Tusca- 
joosa, Ala. where Parks is con- 
ducting a training pregram for 70 
Army cadets and 86 civilian stu- 
dents, operations are based at a 
municipal airport of 250 acres, but 
most of the landings and takeoffs 
are practiced at two auxiliary fields 
which have landing areas of 59 
and 46 acres respectively. The cost 
of preparing one of these fields was 
$1200, the air school head said. 
“The best farm land makes the 
cheapest airport, providing good 
sod and natural drainage,” Parks 
declared. “Two small fields are all 
that are needed to handle St. Louis’ 
amateur flyers. There should be 
no training activity at the munici- 
pal airport. The professional and 
military pilots, operating radio- 
equipped planes, are easy to con-

Mount Olive and Benld, coal min- 
ing towns in Macoupin County, 
showed reductions, Mount Olive’s 
population dropping from 3079 in 
1930 to 2552 in 1940. Benld had 
2980 residents in 1930 and 2438 this 
year. Virden, another Macoupin 
County coal town, showed a slight 
increase, from 3006 in 1930 to 3036 
in 1940. 

Southern View village with 423 
inhabitants, Grandview with 611 
and Jerome with 399 were the new 
Sangamon County communities.

Mrs. Martha Bowers Taft, the 
hard-working, campaigning wife of 
United States Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio, was in St. Louis yes- 
terday on behalf of her husband's 


candidacy for the Republican nomi- 
nation for President. 
Mrs. Taft, who has been on an ex- 
tended speaking tour in recent 
weeks, spoke at a luncheon of the 
1940 Republican Women’s Club of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County at 
Hotel Statler, on what she described 
as the “real issues of the cam- 
paign,” and later conferred with 
Republican women leaders here. 
The role of a campaigner’s wife 
might prove difficult for some 
women, but Mrs. Taft takes the 
work in stride after many years’ 
experience. 
for her husband throughout his po- 
litical career, and also has worked 
for other candidates. 
“T’ve done a lot of campaigning 
for other women’s husbands, so it 
would be unusual if I didn’t help 
my husband,” she told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “Besides, I want 
to help out as much as possible 
while Bob is tending to his job in 
Washington.” 

Debt and Jobs “Real Issues.” 

The “real issues” of the cam- 
paign, Mrs. Taft said, are the same 
as those of 1938, when Republicans 
regained many seats in Congress, 
namely unemployment, increasing 
taxation and the mounting national 
debt. 
It is her opinion that women 
throughout the nation are more 
concerned with the problem of the 
Government’s debt than any other 
national question, largely because 
of their instinctive fear and dislike 
for debts. 
“Women have always been more 
concerned with the sound of the 
sheriff's footstep at the door than 
men,” she said. “The most impor- 
tant thing to them is security of 
their home and the future of their 
children, and I think this feeling 
has made them become very much 
exercised over the national debt.” 

Why Taft Avoids Primaries. 

She asserted her husband had not 
entered preferential primaries in 
various states because he felt it 
would be meaningless unless he 
was able to conduct extensive cam- 


paigns in each state. She said he 
felt he had better stay in Was? 
ington because votes on important 
questions have been very close. 

Mrs. Taft left St. Louis last night 
to spend the week end at her home 
in Cincinnati before resuming her 
campaign trip. She has been speak- 
ing principally to Republican wom- 
en’s organizations.

Efforts of defense counsel to 
keep a receivership action against 
the Security Shoe Supply Co. in 
state court failed yesterday when 
United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis refused to dismiss 
a bankruptcy petition and said he 
would appoint a Federal receiver. 
Judge Davis disagreed with a con- 
tention that the State court receiv- 
ership would be cheaper. 

The suggestion for dismissal was 
made by Martin A. Rosenberg, one 
of three office associates of Rob- 
ert E. Hannegan, chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee, who 
appeared in the State court receiv- 
ership yesterday before Circuit 
Judge Eugene L. Padberg. Gilbert 
E. Weiss appeared as counsel for 
the plaintiff and Edward J. Mc 
Carty was appointed receiver by 
Judge Padberg. Two hours later 
counsel for creditors filed the bank- 
ruptcy petition in Federal court. 


In suggesting the dismissal Ros- 
enberg opposed application of Jer- 
ome M. Steiner, an attorney for the 
petitioning creditors, for appoint- 
ment of a receiver in bankruptcy.

RACINE, Wiz., "Apri 20.—State | 
and Federal inheritance taxes of 
$9,000,000 levied #86 far on the §$17,- 
000,000 estate of William Horlick, 
malted milk manufacturer and phi- 
lanthropist, afford another éxam- 
ple of the plight of the wealthy who 
want to preserve their fortunés for 
their families. 

The surviving principal heir to 
the Horlitk estate, Alexandér J. 
Horlick, took octtsion to remark 
receritly: “After you get the first 
Million everything else is pretty 
much of 4 headache.” 

Presumably he had in mind not 
Ofily thé $9,000,000 taxes on his fa- 
thér’s estate and thé possible taxing 
away of about $4,000,000 more, but 
inheritance taxes on the estates of 
his mother, his brother and his sis- 
ter, all Of Whom havé‘died sincé thé 
father’s death in 1936. 

Tax experts have estimated that 
when the estates finally are settled 
&nd taxes paid, the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the State of Wisconsin 
will have abotit 65 per cent of the 
fortune left by the young English 
immigrant, formerly an apprentice 
in a saddiery shop, who camé to 
this country in 1869 at the age of 
28 and reathéd the Middle West 
with ofly 50 cents in his pockets. 

25 Per Cent Finally Lett 

Attorneys familiar with thé és- 
tate have expressed doubt that more 
than 25 per cent will be left after 
costs of administration and litiga- 
tion are added to taxes. 

In litigation is the taxable status 
of about $7,000,000 in gifts made by 
Horlick to his wife and three chil- 
dren in 1931 and 1932. This $7,000,- 
000 was not, of course, includéd in 
the $17,000,000 inventory of his es- 
tate. 

The State Tax Commission sought 
to collect ifiheritance taxes on the 
gifts, contending they were made 
in anticipation of death, to escape 
such levies, and hence should be 
considered part of the estate. 
County Judge J. A. Simpson, how- 
evér, ruled the gifts were not sub- 
ject to the tax. ‘The fact that 
Horlick in 1931, although 85 years 
ola, took up more active control 
of the malted milk company was 
considered an indication he was 
not preoccupied with the thought 
of death, 

Should Judge Simpson be re- 
versed on appeal, it would mean 
that the State and Federal Gov- 
ernment wotld get $4,000,000 in ad- 
ditional taxes. 


But, disregarding. this possibility, 
it is estimated that eventually 
there will be a total tax bill of 
more thafi $11,000,000 against the 
estates of William Horlick, his wife 
and their dead son and daughter. 
Aggregate value of the four estates 
is about $25,000,000. 

Daughter Died in 1938. 

The daughter; Mrs. Mabelle Hor- 
lick Sidley, died July 6, 1938, leaving 
& personal estate of more than 
$800,000 plus her interest in her 
father’s estate, a total estimated at 
$1,800;000 to $2,300,000. The provision 
for inheritance taxes was $425,000. 

Three days later, the mother, 
Mrs. Arabella Horlick, died. She 
left an estate of about $1,800,000, 
which paid inheritance totaling

Earl, chief of the styling section 
of General Motors, in co-operation 
with Buick engineer as a laboratory 
model, has a streamlined body of 
the convertible coupe type on a 
special Buick chassis of dimen- 
sions not used in general produc- 
tion. The car has a 123-inch 
wheelbase and a Buick Series 50 
straight eight engine. It has small 
wheels fitted with specially-made 
13-inch tires, and body and chassis 
are built so close to the ground 
that the car is virtually non-cap- 
sizable under any condition. To 
give braking efficiency with the 
small wheels, airplane brakes of 
the sirocco, air-cooled type are 
used. There are heavy, wind- 
stream bumpers fore and aft. 
Fenders are fully streamlined. The 
front fenders house retractable 
headlights operated by small elec- 
tric motors, controlled by a panel 
switch, which open and close fend- 
er doors and manipulate the lights 
into beam position or withdraw 
them behind the doors. The front 
fenders are carried beyond the 
door line, the rear part of each 
fender being integral with the door 
at the hinged end, and the doors 
conceal in-built running boards. 
Nine parallel chrome stripes are 
mounted on the sides of the fend- 
ers. Doors, hinged at the front, 
are operated by handles which lie 
flush with the sides of the doors 
when not in use and pop out at 
slight. pressure when required. 
Door windows are raised and low- 
ered by electric regulators con- 
trolled from the panel, and all 
hood and deck locks are remote 
controlled. The convertible top is 
completely concealed under the rear 
deck when not in use and is auto- 
matic.

DIAGNOSIS: Mildred’s observation is 
probably familiar to most of us, and it 
is very easily explained. 

In the first place, our sense of meas- 
urement is acquired. At birth, a baby 
does not know which of two trees is farther 
away, though One may be 20 feet distant 
and the other possibly 100 feet removed. 
You and I can readily tell which is 
the more distant, because we taught ourselves these lessons when 
we first learned to crawl. At that time we found that the tree 
which looked more distinct was reached sooner than the tree which 
had appeared hazy. 

Thus, we soon evolved the psychological law that clearness of 
outline is a means of measuring distance. But this, in turn, first 
depended upon the number of steps or the amount of crawling 
required to reach the two trees,

Because a boy’s stride is smaller than an adult’s, more- 
over, he thinks his schoolroom is much larger than it appears 
to his teacher. This is because it may take him 20 steps 
to cross the room, whereas she can cross it in 10.

HAT society girls work just 
for the thrill is about the 
most ridiculous statement 
that has been made in a long 
time, and it’s been made quite 
frequently lately.

ceptions they work because they 
need the money. It’s all very 
nice to be invited to parties but 
after all party-going doesn’t 
pay the bills.

In general, while dogs have been 
reported as living into their twen- 
ties, such cases are decidedly un- 
usual. The average dog does well 
if he lives to be from 12 to 15 
years old and to attain those ages 
must be well cared for at all times. 


One old-time method for figuring 
a dog’s age was to check the peri- 
od during which his growth con- 
tinued and to multiply that by 
seven to get the age the dog would 
attain. Such a procedure is not 
necessarily accurate because many 
outside factors such as diet will 
have their effect upon the life of 
a dog. 

A dog is actually approaching old 
age when he gets to be 10 years 
old and his exercise and his food 
should be regulated in accordance 
with this fact. Men do not go out 
and run foot races or engage in 
strenuous games after they have 
passed middle age and dogs should 
not be allowed to overdo, either. 

Some dogs retain all of their 
vigor up to almost the end of their 
lives, but there are others who 
slow down perceptibly and who 
grow deaf, lame and generally less 
physically able. When a dog goes 
into a decline it is often the part 
of humanity to put him out of his 
misery, no matter how well loved 
he may be. 

I have found that care in feed- 
ing the right amounts of the correct 
foods will do the most to keep a 
dog so that he goes beyond the 
average age. A fat dog is one out 
of condition, and a dog out of con- 
dition is more likely to pick up 
the various diseases which may 
strike him low.

FTER having conducted itself with dignity and decorum for quite 
A a spell, Hollywood either has become a little careless or a little 

venturesome, it seems. Some of the movies of 1940 have a real 
tang to them and censors over the country at last have something to 
think about. Ordinarily, in recent years, all these gentlemen have 
had to do has been to sit around the office whittling pencils and look- 
ing at pictures of Shirley Temple in old fan magazines.

It is to be hoped that the new freedom which the screen has 
found this year—notably in “Gone With the Wind” and “The Grapes 
of Wrath”—will not be prejudiced by the character of the two latest 
culprits. Actually, neither “Primrose Path” or “Strange Cargo” has 
much that is offensive, although best discretion would have been to film 
sieither. The screen has ample resources without either of the themes 
employed. 

“Primrose Path” gets in Dutch by its setting and background, for 
Ginger Rogers plays the daughter and granddaughter of two scarlet 
women, She is tempted to go down the primrose path herself but she 
doesn’t. That is the story. Admitting that such cases do exist, there is 
little to get alarmed about.

A striking illustration of the change in policy is the fact that 
last year’s cluster of Elizabethan buildings that was tagged “Merrie 
England” and presented Shakespeare’s plays, has been converteg into 
a city-block-big dance pavilion, with its theatrical center an old-fash. 
ioned “Opry House,” presenting hiss-the-villain melodramers at two 
bits a throw. 


The fair’s theatrical program last 
year consisted principally of Billy 
Rose’s duly celebrated Aquacade, 
the Negro jitterbug version of “The 
Mikado,” and the history-of-trans- 
portation pageant at the railroad 
exhibit. This year the program is 
just about 10 times bigger and 
sounds 10 times as entertaining. 


It promises even to turn Henry 
Ford from his preoccupation with 
carburetors and shock absorbers 
into a theatrical producer. A big 
theater has been built at the Ford 
exhibit, and although to date the 
Ford people have been mum and 
mysterious about the production, 
the strongest rumor has _ it the 
American Ballet, which has been 
doing well in Manhattan, will be 


there. 

At the 2500-seat fair musical hall, 
which started out last year with 
some clammily' received symphony 
concerts and finished strong with 
the “Hot Mikado,” the scheduled 
production is “Streets of Paris,” not 
a strip-tease midway, but the mu- 
sical featuring the comedy team of 
Abbott and Costello and strip-teas- 
er Gypsy Rose Lee.

Y the end of the summer the 
New York area expects to have 
its third television station, but 
functioning on a system somewhat 
different from that of the two now 
in existence, the Associated Press 
reports. A license has been grant- 
ed by the Federal Communications 
Commission to the Dumont Labora- 
tories to operate a 1000-watt trans- 
mitter which it plans to have ready 
around Sept. 1. The station will 
use a flexible system of transmis- 
sion with images ranging from 200 
to 800 line definition in comparison 
with the 441l-line definition of the 
NBC transmitter now operating and 
of the CBS station which still is in 
process of testing. Schenectady and 
Los Angeles stations also use 441 
lines. 

The Dumont Laboratories have 
maintained that television stand- 
ards should not be frozen on 441 
lines and in hearings before the 
Communications Commission have 
stressed that point. The RCA-NBC 
group has favored the 441-line sys- 
tem. Receivers designed only for 
441 lines would not function on the 
other station, although they can be 
altered to accommodate both sys- 
tems. 

Two hearings have been held by 
the commission on what system 
should be given preference in the 
setting up of transmitting stand- 
ards. Because of differences of 
opinion among the engineers and 
others, final decision is pending. 

Apparently, the New York area 
viewers are to be given an oppor- 
tunity to compare two of the sys- 
tems in actual operation. RCA has 
announced that it is in a position 
to manufacture flexible receivers, 
while Dumont reports its sets al- 
ready on the market are of that 
type. 

Television’s first serial began last 
Wednesday on the NBC’s television 
station, W2XBS. It is a revival 
of the old Simpson Boys series with 
Arthur Allen and Parker Fennelly 
again playing their roles in the 
sketches with which they began 
their broadcasting careers more 
than a decade ago.

After 
frequenting a locality one season he probably will be absent the next. 
He gets his name from the little marks resembling red sealing wax on 


the ends of his wing quills. 


The well-known robin really is a thrush. Homesick colonists named 
him after an entirely different bird of their native England. He is 
rather stupid in his choice of nesting sites, sometimes putting his clay 
and sticks in a spot where the first good shower will ruin the nest. 


The cardinal is the “red bird” whose bright presence and clear, rich 
whistle attract attention wherever he goes. Crest and black chin set

The story is that Steve Stimpson, West Coast district sales 
manager for United Air Lines, was flying to the Pacific Coast on a United 
ship when rough weather forced the co-pilot, who then handled the present 
duties of the stewardess, to stay at the controls. Stimpson took care of looking 
after the passengers in the emergency, and when he landed, telegraphed a 
suggestion that the company hire girls for the work. Eight young women 
were put on board planes as an experiment. The number has grown to 500, 
with 16 air lines now using them (another, Eastern Air Lines, uses stewards). 
Chicago and Southern Air Lines, last important line to do without them, is 
putting 13 stewardesses on their new $125,000 Douglas 21-passenger transports 
between the Great Lakes and the Gulf, beginning May 1. 
For every young woman who gets a job as a stewardess, there are more 
than 100 applicants turned down, so the successful ones are a very high type 
of American girl. They must be smart, resourceful, competent, level-headed, 
poised in emergencies, trim and pleasing in appearance, and young. The 
work, besides being exciting and glamourous, seems to be an almost sure road 
to marriage. The average stewardess quits after a year and a half, 99 per 
cent of them to get married—usually to pilots or someone in the aviation 
industry, very seldom to passengers. 
Chicago and Southern has been training the 13 stewardesses in a school 
here in St. Louis at the Hotel Melbourne for the past seven weeks. They will 
graduate Thursday, and go to New Orleans, where home quarters will be 
provided for them. For these jobs, 1100 girls applied. Of these 600 were
